power intelligently to appreciate them. We may; it is true, point 
to the generations upon generations of Jews and Jewesses who in 
their early years received this religious pabulum, thrived on 
it, and grew up to become vigorous in the maintenance of 
Judaism. But it is impossible, on the other hand, to tell

to their future as Jews and Jewesses, Much more to the point is it 
to ponder and consider what is best fitted for present day conditions. 
Mr. LEVINE seems to think that the whole question is in the nature 
of Children’s Services provided.

HE United States has been subjected recently to a distincg 
and ominous wave of anti-Semitism. The indications of 
its existence have been neither few nor inconsiderable.

at least to some extent, by a determination to make it difficult for 
Jews, wishing to do so, to enter America. Anyway, however much 
this statement may be contested, there is no gainsaying the fact 
that the system has wrought with particular emphasis against 
Jewish immigrants. The attempt to establish a sort of numeri 
clausus in respect to Jewish scholars at American Universities was 
another sign of the toxin that has become imbibed into the social 
system of the United States. Mr. Ford has for some 
time past devoted a large portion of his gigantic wealth 
inimitable capacity for organisation to an inten- 
sive cultivation of the anti-Semitic bacillus in America 
especially, and wherever else: in the world he could reach in 
general.

‘The message of the book can be summed up in a few ce 


words. The author, doubtless impressed by the disgust 
and contempt which better educated people in America have 
expressed for anti-Jewish sentiment, and to which I referred 
- just now, pleads that he is really a pro-Semite and a great admirer 
of the Jews, There is not anything very novel in this attitude on 
the part of those who are bent on doing ill to our people. Mr. 
Hilaire Belloc did precisely the same when he wrote his book 
called “The Jews"; and he dedicated the work to a Jewess. But 
the insidiousmess of Mr. Hendrick’s message lies in the 
fact that he does not class the Jews as a whole. He seeks 
to show that those who aré known as Jews to-day are really 
for the most part a people whose origin is not Semitic but 
who spring from a Turkish or Mongolian people, the Khazars, 
who became Jews by religion.

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THE SHECHITA BOARD'S SURPLUS. 


Mr. Lissack’s Explanation. 


From Mr. Arthur E. Franklin, J.P. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir, —I am afraid that I cannot follow the reasoning of the President 
of the Board of Shechita. Surely, if the result of the year’s working 
shows that there is an excess of income, it can only arise from the 
charges made having been excessive ; and as these charges are passed on 
by the wholesalers to the retailers, and by the retailers to their customers, 
in each case with a margin of profit, it would seem that the consumers 
have been overcharged and have a right to claim the exclusive benefit of 
this surplus. 

I am also not in agreement with the President as to his interpretation 
of the report made by the Commission of Eaquiry on overcharges, which 
J had some share in framing. The report very clearly states that there 
had recently been grounds for complaint by customers on account of the 
high charges made, and there is no doubt that in many familles Kasher 
meat is no longer taken, because there is an objection to dealing with 
butchers against whom they consider that they have grievances. 

The duties of the Shechita Board should surely not be limited to 
“the provision of Kasher meat to any Jewish resident of London who 
desires it,” bat it is just as much its duty to do everything to popularise 
the use of Kasher meat, especially among the hesitating class who might 
be influenced against taking Kasher meat if difficulties were put in their 
Way. 
Some money might be expended in providing for real competition in 
supply, so that consumers might feel that they had a wide choice in- 
selecting their retailers. If proper ‘inspection were provided free of 
charge, arrangements could be made in some of the big departmental 
stores to set aside, under due surveyance and proper control, a special 
department for Kasher meat, as is done in the provinces. : : 

I fear, however, that this may be rendered difficult by reason of Law 
10 of the Shechita Board which provides that ‘‘ Three representatives 
of the Wholesale Carcass Butchers and three representatives of the 
Retail Butchers shall be invited to attend all meetings of the Board in an 
advisory capacity on matters affecting their respective branches of 
trade,”

Methods of Slaughtering. 


IMPORTANT DEMONSTRATION, 


[From a Correspondent.] 


An important demonstration, under the auspices of the National 
Federation of Meat Traders, of various methods of slaughter, including ~ 
“humane killers,” took place on Tuesday, at the Birmingham Abattoir, 
before an audience of several hundreds of representatives of Medical 
Officers of Health, Veterinary Surgeons, and Butchers’ Associations, 
There were also present: the Duchess of Hamilton, Miss Lind af Hageby, 
Dr. Stephen Lowe, of the Ministry of Health, and representatives of the. 
Birmingham Shechita Board, The Jewish method of slaughter was 
inciuded in the demonstration, the arrangements being carried out under 
the supervision of Mr. 8. Myers, the Investigating Officer of the London . 
Beard of Shechita. A scientific examination of the effects of the different 
methods on the keeping-qualities of the meatisto follow. 
Subsequent to the demonstration, a luncheon and discussion were 
held at the Queen’s Hotel. Among the guests were the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen 
and Mr. 8. Myers. Many of the speakers cast doubts on the utility of the 
mechanical killers which were being advocated. Those who referred to 
Shechita spoke of it in high terms, one meat-dealer declaring it 
indisputably the best in its effect on ths carcass. The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen 
thanked the National Federation of Meat Traders, under whose auspices 
the demonstration had been carried out, for includiog the Jewish method 
in the programme. Jewsdid notfear un prejudiced seientific in vestigation 


into their method; and those who criticised it were usually actuated by 
sentimentality divorced from reason,and misled by superficial appearances, 
Non-Jewish scientific investigators have testified that by the stoppage 
of the flow of blood to the brain, which meg ager ee vk the = 
usconsciousness supervenes in the animal in the quic me.

4. A Deputation was received by the Committee from the Association of 
Jewish Friendly Societies, consisting of Messrs. Michael Levy, Cash, Schmid, — 
and Solomon. The Deputation laid before the Committee the serious position 
created by the threatened application to the Friendly Societies, and in particular 
to Jewish Friendly Societies which employ collectors, of the provisions of the 
Industrial Insurance Act, 1923, under which, as Collecting Societies, each 
Society would be liable to deposit the sum of £20,009 by the Ist of January, 1924. 
The Deputation stated that it would be impossible for the Societies to make 
this payment. The Committee went into the subject at some length, and 
recommend that they should be given ful! power to act in the matter. 

5. A request has been received from one of the defendants in proceedings 
which have already been before the Court, that the Board should undertake 
arbitration in the matter. The Committee is in communication with the 
Plaintiff on the subject. The Committee feels that arbitration can usefully be 
undertaken provided that both ¢ides agree to terms which will ensure that the 
arbitrators’ decision will be binding and conclusive. 3 


The PRESIDENT said that in reference to the Friendiy Scciety matter 
a deputation would wait on the Commissioner on Wednesday. This was 
not strictly a Jewish matter, but the Committee felt that if they could 
serve the Jewish Friendly Societies they ought to do so. In regard to the 
arbitration this related to a synagogue dispute which was before the 
Courts, and Sir Stuarts Samuel and Col. Waley Cohen were prepared 
to act if their services were required. It was greatly to be hoped 
that that would be the case. The Committee were watehing the 
case of Jews murdered in Dublin. He did not see what they could do at 
the moment, but if anything could be done the Deputies would doubtless 
desire the Committee to take such action as it thought fit. 
Mr. S. E. De HAas (Christchurch, New Zealand) drew attention to 
the declaration of the authorities at the Dublin inquest that no stune would 
be left unturned to discover the murderers. They were regarded as a 
disgrace to Ireland, where the inhabitants had lived on good terms with 
the Jews. 
Mr. ISAAC LANDAU (United Synagogue) said that the reply of the 
Home Secretary, in regard to the Aliens Act, was not unexpected, but was 
very unsatisfactory.

Mr. O. E. D’AVIGDOR GOLDSMID (Anglo-Jewish Association) presented 
the following report of the Joint Foreign Committee : | : 


An emergency meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee to consider the 
alarming situation of the Jews in Germany was held at 69, Old Broad Street, on 
November 12th. Mr. O. E. d’Avigdor-Goldsmid presided. 

EVENTS IN GERMANY.—The Commitiee had under their consideration & 
number of newspaper reports and letters from private individuals and Con- 
tinental Jewish Societies, relative to the wholesale expulsions of East European 
Jews from Bavaria and the pogrom in Berlin, which had resulted in the maltreat- 
ment of many Jews and a vast destruction of Jewish property. Some sixty 
families of expelled Jews had arrived in Frankfort in a destitute condition, and 
appeals had been made for funds for their relief. It ap eared from newspaper 
reports, which had so far not been authenticated, that the trouble was now over. 
Order had been completely restored in Berlin, and the Government were 
acting energetically to prevent a renewal of the outraces. In Bavaria, 
owing to the intervention of the Austrian and Polish Governments, and 
probably to a change in the political situation, the expulsions haa been 
stopped. No appeals for political assistance from any representative body 
of German Jews had reached the Joint Foreign Committee or, so far as was 
known, any other foreign Jewish organisation. Nevertheless, the Presidents of 
oe the Joint Committee had thought it right to take certain precautionary 

‘| measures for the protection of their Bavarian coreligionists. The Committee 
approved the action of the Presidents. The question of further measures of 


was ultimately decided to empower the Presidents to take action in a definite 
direction should the need arise. | | 

_ JewisH REFUGEES IN RuMANIA.—The Secretary reported that the situation 

of the refugees in Rumania was causing renewed anxiety owing to the exhaustion 

of the Americanimmigration quota and the new restrictions on immigration into 

the Argentine. The Jewish Colonisation Association had adopted a plan for 

.. repatriating about a thousand of the refugees who were desirous of returaiug to 

. the Ukraine, and, through the good offices of the League of Nations, an agree- 

mont with the Soviet Government was in course of negotiation. The plan 

also entailed an agreement with the Rumanian Government, but in byuth cases 


before the end of the year. The Rumanian Government had made a full 
enquiry into the arrests.and unauthorised expulsions of Jews carried out by the 
military authorities in Bessarabia, and, as a result, General Popovici, the local 
Commander-in-Chief, had been removed, and the Minister of the Interior, who 
had been identified with the anti-Semitic and Fascist movements, had resigned. 
The continued sympathy and loyalty of the Rumanian Government and the 
reat exertions which are being made by the Ica, encourage the Committee to 
ope that the problem of evacuation may yet be successfully solved. ,

Obituary. 


Dra. N. KATZENELSOMN (Libau). 


The death occurred in Libau a few days ago of Dr. N. Katzenelsohn, the 
prominent Zionist, the death of whose wife was recorded in these columns 
only a fortnight ago. The deceased, who was in his sixty-first year, had 
been in ill-health for a considerable period, and on the occasion of his 
last visit to London his appearance caused much anxiety to his many 
friends. Dr. Katzenelsohn was one of the early Zionists, and became 
one of the leaders of the Movement when it was organised by Dr. Herzl. 
Herzi’s Diaries reveal that the Zionist leader placed a great deal 
of confidence in Dr, Katzenelsohn, who on more than one occa- 
sion travelled to the United States on special missions on behalf 
of Dr. Herzl. When the Jewish Colonial Trust was founded, the 
deceased was chosen as Chairman of the Board of Directors, in recog: 
nition of his business acumen and commercial experience, and he 
retained that position until his death. Dr. Katzenelsohn was a member of 
the first Duma, and on the dissolution of that body he suffered imprison- 
ment, together with several colleagues. A man of genial and kindly 
temperament, his altruism was unbounded, and he spent years of his life 
in the attempt to alleviate the condition of his poorer brethren in Russia, 


and to aid their emigration. Dr. Katzenelsohn was loved and respected by |

Mr. SAMUEL RAFFALIE (Jerusalem). 


: Mr. Samuel Raffalie, who passed away recently at Jerusalem, was 
President of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans anda well-known writer 
onarcheeology.

A respected and well loved figure has passed away in the death of 


Mr. I, Sakoshansky on Monday last, at his home in Nottingham.

had been Warden, President, and Treasurer of the congregation for several 
years. He was recently elected a Trustee of the congregation, and was 
also a Trustee of the Burial Ground. Relieving Officer for many years of 
the Nottingham Jewish Board of Guardians, he actively associated him- 
selt with the local branch for the relief of our coreligionists in the Ukraine.

Mr. DAVID HYAM (New South Wales). 


The death occurred recently, at his residence in the Shoalhaven — 


District of New South Wales, of Mr, David Hyam, one of the pioneers of 
the district.

Mrs. Benzion Isaacs, of Sheffield, who passed away last week, was

a widow left in the most humble circumstances, and in fact eked outa 
living from hawking tea. Yet while herself subsisting on little more than a 
dry crust, she delighted in feeding and clothing, cheering and helping, @ 
whole clientéle of beneficiaries. But, in addition, she and her only sister, 
Mrs. Pesach Cohen, put away a copper or two a day regularly for years, 
and out of these hard-earned rigorous savings a month ago she presented 
the Sheffield Talmud Torah and Hebrew Schools with the wherewithal to 
purchase new premises. The deceased was thus surely a unique example 
of true public spirit. It is not often that even those well placed, so far as 
this world’s goods are concerned, think to raise for themselves such @ 
monument of forethought and public usefulness as was done by this poor 
woman pedlar, who surely in spirit was one of the wealthiest women the 
community has produced,

THE LATE RABBI 1. 8. MEISELS. 


A venerable and impressive figure has passed from our midst in the 
death of Rabbil. 8. Meisels. The deceased was a most pious, conscientious 
and painstaking Minister of Religion. He had drunk from the depth of 
the fountain of knowledge, and devoted almost all his life to study and to 
the spread of the knowledge thus gained. Yet, withal, he lived a most 
modest and regular life. At service in the synagogue he was the most 
punctual and regular attendant. For seventeen years he had occupied 
the same place of honour in the Finsbury Park Synagogue. It will be 
hard for his congregants to accustom themselves to the thought that they 
will not see him there any more. He was devoted to the members of his 
congregation and they were devoted to him; they were all his friends and 
he endeared himself to all, never uttered an unkind word or entertained 
an evil thought of them or indeed of anyone. On the occasion of his 


_ Seventieth birthday the Chief Rabbi conferred on him high rabbinical 


honours, a distinction which he profoundly valued to the end of his days. 
Though he had suffered many a disappointment in life, he was hardly 
ever heard to complain; he fulfilled his duties to the last in whatever 
direction they were. The members of the Finsbury Park Sygnagogus will 
ever cherish his memory as that of a most earnest and devoted leader,

Dr. JOHN CLIFFORD, C.H. 
A TRIBUTE BY RABBI SIR HERMANN GOLLANCZ, 
‘The general outline of the life-work of Dr. John Clifford, known as 


“the greatest Baptist,” and the well-deserved tributes to his extraordinary 


powers’and world-wide influence, will have been gauged from the various 
notices that have appeared, during the last few days, in the general press 


ofthe country. Ourconcern in paying this humble tribute to his memory 


is somewhat different. It is more personal; and yet not altogether so. ° 
The columns of the Jewish Chronicle have for years, on occasions, referred 
to incidents in the career of this great personality, and borne testimony 
to the remarkably humane character of this great fighter for principles, 
not of our faith. He was ever ready to range himself on the side 


_ Of those who had a heart to feel for our oppresses brethren in 


Eastern Europe, and who had the courage to protest against those 
cruelties. In this hour of his departure, we gratefully recall his 
Sympathy and devotion to the cause of humanity in general and to 
that of the Jewish people in particular. The following letter, dated 24th 


- May, 1905 (now published for the first time) will be read with interest : 


 “T am most grateful for the gift of your three addresses on 
‘Russia and the Alien question.’ They form a clear, strong and 
necessary utterance, and will, I doubt not, accomplish very great 
good. I wish our Members of Parliament can be persuaded to read 
them. I consider it will be an immeasurable discredit to England 
if this ‘Aliens Bill’ is suffered to become law. It ought to be 
made impossible. Your reasoning about men like Gorky, and 
the methods by which tyrannical governments make men poor, 
cannot be refuted. I shall do everything I can against this base 
attempt to use the so-called alien as a ‘Pawn’ in the battle of 
political parties.” 
For over thirty years, our places of worship being practically contiguous, 
we were drawn together in various ways to further common causes, larger 
in scope than those often bounded by the walls of synagogue or chapel, 
such as temperance, morality, peace,and arbitration. We were fellow 
Vice-Presidents of the National Council of Public Morals. The great 
meeting on local option, for example, addressed by two such opposite per- 
sonalities as Dr. Percival, Bishop cf Hereford, and Dr, John Clifford, lives 
in my memory to-day. The Sunday Evening “Socials” became in timea 
veritable Mecca for old and young; and its triumphant success was due 
to the winning manner and the self-sacrifice of the great Pastor himself. 
On October 25th, 1918, on his 82nd birthday, under the heading of a 
Rabbi’s tribute, the Jewish Chronicle contained an acrostic of mine in 


Hebrew upon Dr. Clifford’s name, which referred to him as “the good 


shepherd and God-fearing, a man of piety .. . grace and kindness 
on his tongue, and a heart responsive within him, fine asa preacher, fine 
in practising what he preaches, etc.” On the occasion of my “Golden 


- Jubilee” in February last year, the depth of his friendship for myself per- 


sonally and for the late Dr. Adler was revealed in the following utterances, | 
which I shall ever cherish : 


“TT unite with all your friends in thanksgiving to God for your 
unstinted and unbroken work for the Kingdom of God. During the 
sixty years I have been in Paddington, it has been my privilege 
to have many friends of the Anglo-Jewish community, and to 
co-operate with them .. . I think of fellowship with them 
with gratitude, and place among the foremost my friendship with 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler, and your worthy self. Your visits 
and addresses, like those of Dr. Adler, to my people at Westbourne 
Park were always cordially welcomed, highly appreciated, greatly 
enjoyed, and are gratefully remembered. Among my cherished 
memories are my interviews with yourself and our conversations 
on literature, on social and religious themes, and on international 
brotherhood, and it is a special pleasure in my old days to recall 
them.” 


Only a month ago, on his eighty-seventh birthday, we met amid the 


- gunshine of smiling friends and parishioners, witha hearty handshake of 


congratulation, in the Chapel, in which his heart was interred—even in 


his lifetime. To-day we bewail his loss, the loss of a mighty agency for 


good in the world, an honest worker, free from cant and prejudice, the 
personification of kindness to others, one who wiil be remembered by 
men of all parties and creeds for the blessedness of his ministrations. 
“Ho was not of an age, but for all time.” May his memory live! “The 
teachers shall shine as the brightness of the firmament, and they that 


- turn many to righteousness as the stars for ever and ever.”

My COUSIN, 


I suppose the term 21 S15 enjoys popularity among Jews from one 
end of the world to the other. The two words which, in comnion speech 
have become fused into one, are used on occasions of joy in family life, 
at births and Barmitzvahs, engagements and weddings. They are 
intended to convey the best of good wishes, and they imply that the 
event which calls forth the wish may be under a lacky star or in a 
propitious hour. 

Strange how ancient is the belief, or superstition, that some particular 
unit of time is lucky. In the Talmudic era the Jews shared this belief 
with many other peoples, They beHeved in a lucky day, OY 57, and in 
a lucky hour, WVw Sin. They believed that the starry heavens are the 
bovk cf man’s fate. Perhaps star-gazing was looked at askance among 
Jews; nevertheless, it was said that everything depends on the heavenly 


bodies There are not a few instances in 


Kabbinic literature where luck is regarded as a very important factor in 
shaping life. Life, we may read in one plece—life, children, and 
daily sustenance do not depend on a man’s deserts, but on the stars 
NOR INS To engage in activities in 
one hour rather than in another may result in success since the propitious 
hour smiles on a man (15 npriwio myw). Luck makes you wise or rich; 
luck does not look forward or upward, but only downward, like a man 
on a ladder with his face to the earth. What advantage is there, it is 


asked in another place, for a man to possess property and fortune, if 


he be not born under a lucky star? The belief was so prevalent that it 


was said everything is affected by luck, including even the scroll inthe ark 


tex dma on Sop. 

_ There could not have been uniformity on this matter in the religions 
beliefs of the Jews'in ancient times. It would appear that in the Bible 
God is regarded as the creator and guide of the world, the giver of 
bounties no less than the dispenser of ills. Indeed, the 
warns his people against the belief in the influence of the stars. “ Learn 
not the ways of the nations and be not dismayed et the signs of heaven.” 
Diviners and astrologers are condemned, and there is no word for luck in 
Hebrew. The Jewish greeting was, ‘God be with you!” — 


Yet the Talmud shows distinct traces of the belief in luck. Possibly — 


this was due to Persian influence, and many an old teacher expressed 
views not uflike those of fortune-telling quacks in the United States 


to-day. Rabbi Joshua bem Levi, who flourished in the third century, 


declared that a man born on Sanday wil! be-supsrior to his fellows; @ 
man bora on Monday will have a hasty temper; one born on Tuesday 


- will be rich and libidinous; born on Wednesday, a man will be wise and — 
merry; on Thursday, he will be charitable; on Friday, he will strive 


after goodness; while a man born on the Sabbath will also die on the 
Sabbath. Rabbi Chanina propounded another theory. Not the day 
mattered, he said, but the planet under which a mati is born. If you are 
born under the Suan, you will be beautiful, you will eat and drink of your 
own, and you will not be able to keep secrets; if under Venus, you will 
be rich and sensual; if under Mercury, you will be gifted with wisdom 
and insight; if under the Moon, you will build up and pull down, and 
again build up and pull down, you will eat and drink atanother’s expense, 


- and if you are a thief, you will be successful; if under Saturn, your plans 


will be ferustated; if under Jupiter, you will be a righteous man; and if 
under Mars, you will shed blood. The months, too, were regarded ag 
varying in luck. Ab, during which Jerusalem was twice destroyed, was 
accounted unlucky, Adar on the other hand as lueky. The advice was 


offered not to begin any enterprise during Ab, but to do 80 with good 


prospects during Adar. ; 

There was much difference of opinion among the ancient Rabbis on 
the question of luck. It expressed itself on the point as te whether the 
Jews are subject to lucky and unlucky influences. Rabbi Chanina held 
that the answer is in the affirmative ( w"); Rabbi Akiba 
and others would not tolerate such a suggestion <Syeqw"5 on TN). 


To-day, Jews and Gentiles alike share the belief in luck. The 


Germans have a proverb which says that success in business requires 
Geld, Geduld, Genie, Glick (money, patience, talent, and luck). From one 
point of view, it would be futile to leave chance altogether out of con- 
sideration as an influence in life. Possibly, in someremote way, chance 
may be accounted for as the result of causes. But to the eye and in the 
experience of the ordinary man, chance cannot be accounted for. Chance 
appears to work blindly, without rhyme or reason. Is there not chance 
in business? Is itnotan everyday experience that of two men equally 
capable and energetic, one succeeds and the other fails? It is said 
that marriages are madein heaven. That may be & poetic picture, but it 
is not trie. Marriages are made haphazard—by a Shadchan, in the ball- 


room, in fashionable watering-places, in charity work, but hardly in ~ 


heaven. If marriages were made in heaven, so many marriages would 
not turn out so disastrously. Chance plays no small part in bringing 


husbands and wives together, in social life, in politics, even in synagogue © 


and charitable activities. It is one factor in all these, but some people 


behave as if it. were the only factor. There is something to be said for 


regarding chance and luck as a force in moulding life. Error arises only 
when people come’ to regard chance and luck as the sole forces. The 
gambler foolishly stakes his all on luck; and the business man, who 
thinks luck has not favoured him sufficiently, turns on the jade and 
curses her. He forgets that it is a mistake in business to wait for 
chances, Much more is required than a mere passivity. Often it is 
necessary to go out and seize chances. There's a tide in the affairs of 
men which, taken at the flood, leads on to fortune.

But there is another point of view. If the ee rules the — - 


how can one believe in chance? The very conception of a world guided 
by God pre-supposes cause and effect. Not a sparrow falls by the way: 
side but by God’s doing. In a larger sense certainly, men must agree 
that this world and man’s !ifé are directed by God. In the Bible God is 
depicted as providing food for all creatures, even the smallest. But may 
there not be room for chance and luck in comparatively insignificant 
matters? Itis difficult to appraise the extent or the degree of God's 
care for the universe. 

There is a third point of view. Only weak men bélieve in chance 
and luck. But the majority of men and women are weak. The strong 
are they who can make their own fate. They are the captains of their 
soul, They believe, not in lucky days, but that evers dav is the best day 
in the year. They will begin an enterprise just as lief on a Friday as on 


a Tuesday or a Wednesday. They bless the Lord every day, for every | 


day He loadsthem With benefits. They do not need to say Mazzeliov. 
But average people do say it. Is here a case of vox populi, vow dei? 18 
seems that some of the old Rabbis must have thought so. Or is it just 
another of those popular superstitions which still hold men’s minds in 
thrall? The average man may believe in a Deity governing and 
directing all things. Does that mean that all things are pre-ordained 
and that you cannot change destiny? ~ Respectable thinkers have 
supported such a view; and in the East they speak of “Kismet.” Many 
average people are pleased that such a viewiscurrentsomewhere. They 
are the naturally idle. They are prepared passively for anything life 
may bring. They regard it as fate, a view of life current among the 
ancient Greeks and Romans. But there are others whose nature forces 
them to be up and doing. Either they feel that they must master fate, 
or they dare and do, and excitedly await the result as a mere chance. 

It seems that the strictly ideal attitude should be to look upon iife as 
shaped by God, shaped in all ita details. The Bible supports such a 
view—and yet Jews say Mazzeltov. May not this mean that while Jews 


- pecognise Divine guidance of the universe in an undefined sort of way in 
large matters, they yet allow scope for all manner of permutations and

Armistice 


From the Rev: Jasons, B A. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


_ §18,~—In your reports of services and sermons fn connection with 
Peace Day, I notice that you omit, evidently with deliberation and of sep 
purpose, any mention whatever of services held and sermons preached 
on Armistice Day itself (Sunday, November lith), except two lines of 
letterpress, which state that: “Armistice Day having occurred on Sunday, 
some synagogues took advantage of the occasion to hold special services 
on that day.” Furthermore, I note that your contributor “ Mentor,” and 
an anonymous correspondent, whose identity is cloaked beneath the 
pseudonym “Anti-Assimilation,” both see fit to indulge in pointed 
criticism of the Chief Rabbi for having ventured even to suggest that 
certain synagogues might possibly arrange special Day Services 
on Sunday, November 11th. 

I should xe to point ont the fundamental error of which Dr. Heriz’s 
Critics have all been guilty. They all seem to lose sight of or to forget the 
fact that practically every place of worship in this country is opened for a 
short service each Armistice day on November llth ; and that this has 
been the case every year since November llth, 1918, whether Armistice . 
Day occurs on a Week Day or not. Of course, this year Armistice Day 
occurring on Sunday, the usual Christian Sabbath services would be 
held; but this was surely no reason why an opportunity shouid not have 
been ‘given to all Jews who lost sons in the war to pray fortheir beloved _ 
dead on a day when merciless economic conditions would not prevent © 
them from attending Divine Service. 

So far as Bradford and district is concerned, “ Anti-Assimilation ” is 
completely and hopelessly wrong when he says that Armistice Day was 
instituted solely for the purpose of the two minutes’ silence in honour 
of the dead. The keynote of all Armistice Services in Bradford was 
“ Reconciliation for Europe;” and a trenchant appeal to the churches, 
protesting against the policy of France, and giving full support to the 

recent speech on the international situation by General Smuts, was issued 
by the Bishop Of Bradford to the clergy of every denomination, for the 
specific purpose of reading it to their congregations on Armistice Day, 
and also as a centre round which service and sermon should revolve. Ag

ments. When I first came to this Synagogue, some seven years ago, one 
ortwo very well intentioned people were administering this sort of milk 
and water diet through vernacular feeding-bottles toa handfal of children 
in the Board Room every Sabbath. I was expected to continue this 
‘treatment, and I was taken to task for my alleged indifference towards it. 
It leads to nothing from a Jewish point of view. What we have done in 
Our congregation is this: we gradually evolved a new type of children’s 
services, which we started in November, 1918. These services are held © 
every Sabbath afternoon, and they have gone from strength to strength. 
‘Now in their sixth session they are as fresh and as novel as when they 
first started. Their merit lies in the fact that they are Jewish services, 
The children who attend week by week form their own choir, our ever. 
ready genial choirmaster is always in attendance and leads the cbildren 
in singing, the hymns are Psalms and synagogue hymns for the most 
part in Hebrew, and thus the children are familiarised with the language | 
ofthe synagogue; they can join in the ordinary service, because they 
are not strangers to it. We accustom them, too, to the reading of the 
Hebrew Prayer, and we translate prayers into English so that every child 
knows what he is saying. Of course we sing one or tvo Psalms in 
English, but the general concept of the service is a Jewish one. More 
than that, we introduce ceremony and symbolism. The ‘imagination of 
the child must be nourished. A little child opens the ark, another carries 
the Scroll of the Torah, they use the Talith, and the address is usually the 
lesson of the week rather than an ethical homily, If these children 
when they grow up become estranged fromthe synagogue service, it will 
not be because of ignorance. Their training is calculated to prepara 
them for the ordinary service of our synagogue. | 
Now this type of children’s service must be welcomed, and we view | 
with satisfaction the efforts now being put forward by the Welfare Com- 
mittee of the United Synagogue to establish such services in the Great 
Synagogue and in Camperdown House. They are trying coe

abundant scope in the district now under their purview, and if only 
the synagogue is kept well in view the results will be such as 
we desire. Where possible, these services should be held in the 
synagogue itself, notin an adjoining room ora hall. There is something. 
in the glory of a fine building that appeals to the tenderest child. A 
| Synagogue has its ark, its windows, its texts, its reading desk—all its 
distinguishing features fasten themselves on the childish imagination. 
And all these aids to devotion, we cannot afford to neglect. But what 
matters mosé of all is the recognition of the children’s service as 4 
preparation for the service of the synagogue, and not as an alternative 
for it. If the latter it is subversive, if the former it is constructive. 
There is another point of view which merita attention: There are 
some people who disapprove altogether of children's services, no matter 
of what type. A minister is in a sense bound to respond te the need 
where he sees that that need can be supplied without the risk of destroy- 
ing that which we seek tobuild up, But there is a very strong case to be 
made out for the other side. The children’s service ought to be the 
ordinary service to which men, women, boysand girls should come. The 
ideal service is one in which all participate, old and young alike. In 
saying this we know we are to be met with the rejoinder that a service 
which people cannot understand is nota service, This is only halt s 
truth. We cannot forget that centuries of hallowed tradition and custom 
have given to Jewish public worship a distinct connotation. To com- 
pare it with that of other denominations ig te recognise that we 
cannot find a complete analogy.

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The Modern Congregation.—I. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“And seek the welfare of the city whither I caused you to be 
carried away captives, and pray unto the Lord for it: for in the 
prosperity théreof ye shall have prosperity.” —Jeremiah, waxia., 7. 

In pace with the gradual changes of belief in church and synagogue, 
and the gradual transference of emphasis from doctrine to practice, has 
been the evolution in the function of the congregation and the work of 
the minister. The modern congregation is no longer satisfied with its 
regular service of worship and exhortation, the celebration of holy days, 


' and the maintenance of a weekly school for the religious instruction of the 


young. It feels called to come into closer touch with the civic life of the 
community in which it is placed. So the minister throws himself into 
public life outside the synagogue, and may endeavour to establish social 
departments in connection with the house of worship. This change of 
activity isregarded with disquiet by some who fear that the House of God 


‘Inay thereby become too mundane, and change its centre of gravity from the 
things of the Spirit, which are eternal, for social experiments which are 
the work of the hour. They object to the pulpit being devoted to 


sociological themes, and they regard political discourses as taboo, They 
want their minister to preach the Word of God, and ever hold it in sight 
before the people he is elected to teach, and uplift the everlasting verities, 


- But in defence of the new type of activity it is asked: for what purpose 
does religion exist at all? Isit not for the betterment of life, for the 


purifying of the State, for socially advancing all classes—in a. word, for 


making the world a better place to live in? Who were the greatest 
religious teachers the world has ever seen? Were they not the Prophets 


of Israel? Did they not throw the whole of their energy, with wondrous 
daring and self-sacrifice, into the public affairs of their time? We 
see Elisha active in changing the royal succession to place upon the 


throne a reform party, and Nathan rebuking King David for his private _ 


conduct, and Elijah reproaching King Ahab for unlawfully taking the 


field ot Naboth. Isaiah warns the kingdom of Judah against entangling 
alliances, Amos exposes the use of false weights and measures, Micah 
condemns exactions of the poor by the rich, Jeremiah is severe on those 
people of his time who evaded the Mosaic.servant law, and expresses 
himself as opposed to the anti-Babylon policy of his day. and Malachi 


denounces the looseness of the marriage ties in histime. The first Isaiah — 


points to the awfal contrast between: “solemn meetings” and unclean 
lives. Jeremiah derides the shibboleth cry of “the sanctuary of the 
Lord.” Amos tells how those scrupulous in Sabbatic observance hasten, 
as soon as it is over, to recommence unjust transactions, While Micah 
reminds the people that God does not demand sacrifice or incense, 


but “to seek justice, love mercy, and walk humbly with the 


Almighty.” 

It is all too true that there are ever 80 many people, religious in the 
technical sense, who maintain sanctuaries but reveal duplicity in their 
business Hfe; regular attendants at divine worshp who plan how they 


may evade the payment of income tax. Too many people who, in fact, — 


if not in so many words, say to their ministers, “We do not wish you to 
devote your sermons to the social problems of the cities. We come for 


peace and consolation, to escape the turmoil of the daily life, to be 


quieted by the soothing atmosphere of the sanctuary, to be touched by 

the solemn singing, and to be told in a gentle way of the teachings in 
ancient tunes and the hopes for a millennium in the latter days.” Yes, 

there are all too many people who want to shut their eyes to the very 

real evils all around them for which they are at least passively responsible, 
to the extent that they make no effort to remove them. For them their 

religious organisation is not the means whereby they will be inspired to 

improve the life of their time, but rather an excuse for evading the 

obligations of the hour. 


Religion, like all institutions, unless vigilantly watched, will fall into . 


ruts and dry-rot, fulfil functions and lose spirit. Still the criticism of the 
public activity of some congregations and some clergymen—we have in 
view more particularly American congregations and English churches— 
8 just, in cases where social activities are made to replace religion, or 
displace it. Im America there is growing up whaf is coming to be called 
the “institutional synagogue,” on lines imitative of the “ institutional 
church.” 
propagation of sociological panaceas, we may lose one of the holiest purposes 
to be served by relfgion, and sin in the opposite direction. Some ministers 
no longer preach the doctriues of their denomination, because they no 
longer believe in them. They use their nervous energy in sociological 


propaganda as an evasion of the principles of their creed, of which they 


are ceasing to be convinced. And there are devices to which some 
ministers stoop in advertising attractions to lure large congregations, and 
announcing sensational titles of their themes. There are congregations 


that turn their ministers inte splendid organisers of charity. Das 


eliminating those who carry the social programme of a congregation 
to distasteful extremes, where shall we draw the line between the activity 
that fulfils the purpose of religion, and that which fails to further its

Sizn,—As you reported in your columns some time ago, a Committee 
has been appointed by the Central Committee for Jewish Education to 
consider the whole problem presented by Jewish boys and girls attending 
residential Public Schools, and the advisability of: 


a) The establishment of a Jewish Public Residential School, 
») The establishment of additional Jewish Houses in connection with 
Public Schools; or 7 


-(c) The provision at existing Public Schools of facilities for Jewish 
religious instruction. 

The first alternative will obviously require the exhaustive examina- 
tion of a very large number of diverse and complicated factors, and the 
Committee is, in the meantime, examining the cther two alternatives. To 
assist this examination the Rev. J. Polack, who for thirty-three years 
was Master of the Jewish House at Clifton, was good enough to come to. 
London and to give to the Committee a full account of his experience, 
In the course of the discussion which followed the possibility of obtaining: 
the views of one of the great Headmasters was mooted, and as a 
result the Committee have received from Mr. Polack the enclosed letter 
embcdying one from Dr. David, who was Headmaster first of Clifton and 
then of Rugby, andis now the Bishop of Liverpool. The letter appears to. 
the Committee to be of such great importance to the Jewish community at 
the present juncture that the Committee has decided that it shouid be 
published immediately, and I therefore venture to ask for the hospitality 
of your columns for the purpose of carrying this into eff«ct. * 

Pending the consideration of the other alternatives mentioned in their 
reference the Committee would be very giad to hear from any parents who © 
would like to send their sons to a Jewish House to be established at 
another Public School, and who would be willing to c»-operate in its — 


_e@stabiishment. All such would be assisting the Committee if they would

_ for the Jewish community would be greatly enhanced if he would put 
them into writing, and he has accordingly embodied his views in the 
following letter : |

You ask me what, in my opinion, are the best conditions for the 
membership of Jewish boys in English Public Schools. I do not 
think that any would be -atisfactory which did not include the pro- 

vision of instruction in the Jewish faith and of Jewisb religious 
‘infiaence similar to that which all schools provide for the sons of 
Christian parents. 

In my opinion this is best secured in a separate boarding house 
under a Jewish house master. At Clifton I always felt that the public 
profession of a distinctive faith by a section of the school was a 
strengthening and stimulating factor in their own education, besides 

- helping to win for them the respect of the best elements ina the rest 
of the school. | 

If such a house is not attainable, the next best course would b6 
to secure the services of a Jewish tutor responsible for their religious — 
lessons, and, if possibie, their observance. When I was at Clifton I 
made a similar arrangement for Roman Cathclis buys. 

3 The system which, to my mind, is by no means satisfactory, is 
that by which Jewish members of a school are either required to 
attend Christian lessons acd chapel services, or are withdrawn from 
them and left to themselves. 

I should very much hope that one of the first two alternatives 
will commend itself to the great majority of Jewish parents.

importance, And there is good reason for believing that his view is not 


an isolated one. You will remember that we were present recently at a 
function at which another distinguished Headmaster went so far as to 
state that a Jewish House was not only of benefit to the community” 
whose newds it was designed to meet, but that through the ioyaity of its 
members to the tenets in which they were reared, it set an exantple 
which was valuable and stimulating to the general body of pupils of the 
school of which it formed a part. | 

It is, therefore, to be hoped that your Committee, while devoting 
some of its energies to the organising of Religious Education for Jewish 
pupils at schools where there is no separate house, will seriously contem- 
plate the pessibility of bringing about the establishment of Jewish Houses 
at Public Schools in addition to those now in existence. 

It was for many years my experience at Clifton—and I believe other 
Jewish Housemasters will confirm my conviction—that the demand for 
such accommodation on the part of Jewish parents was far in excess of 
the supply, and I believe there would be no difficulty in filling at least one 


other Jewish House, if means could be discovered for its foundation. 


I am happy to be able to add in this connection that I have reason to 


_ know that Dr. David would be willing to supplement the advice given in 


his letter, by his practical co-operation.

meetings in their highest sense. Whether all the service can be under- 
stood by all, matters not in the long run. I have known children regular 


attendants at services for children who uttered the same prayers and — 


sang the same hymns time after time, and were still not clear in their 
minds as to what they were saying. It isa mistake tothink that because 
& prayer or a hymn is in the vernacular it must therefore be intelligibie 
toachild. We might here summon to our side the old Jewish adage, 
xa maw> xdow which is applicable especially to children. 
If at first they chant hymns which they do not understand and join in 
prayers which are beyond their intelligence, in time they will come to 
feel their meaning. There is much that commends itself in the view of 


_ those who think that children from their tenderest years should accom- 


pany their parents or elders to the synagogue, should take in with their 
éyes the scenes that are enacted, should gaze in wonder at the Sepher 


- Torah and the Open Ark, should mingle their little voices with the choir, 
should realise at the earliest age that Sabbath morning calls to them as 


it does to their elders. We go further, and encourage the chiidren to 
perform the M180, to dress the scroll, to handle the bells, to feel that they 
have a share in itaii. And we teach them and encourage them to read 
the Hafiorah, as is done in the Sephardic community, always, of course, 
taking care that they recognise the sanctity of the privilege, and 
are taught the meaning of what they read. This brings the poetry into 
the synagogue, it redeems it from the dull prosaic fetters of those who 
appear to thrive on constitutions, bye-laws, caveats, and the like. Let 
the voice of protest be hushed, for acceptable to God is the voice of the 
child lisping His praises. In the greatest of all Jewish picturer, the 
Messianic Age, “a little child shall lead them.” I believe that along lines 


of this naturs we shall train our children to love the synagogue and to 


reverence it. And as we are striving to do this here, I pray we may 


receive still further encouragement to kindle that love in the hearts of.

Whereisthe soul so biunt that 
it does not relish the heavy burden of the postman, and the pursuit of the 
fair sex, in auto, ’bus, or trolley? I wonder, is it in Mr. Zangwill ? 
There seems no need to detail the finer points of his lecture on the 


“Drama.” His ability in this direction is too well known. One cannot _ 


refrain from wondering, however, whether he himself counted the cost of 
‘his Carnegie Hall lecture on Political Zionism. Echoes and reactions 
appear to be g‘owing stronger, and the effect seoms rather ont of propor- 
tion to a one-man opinion; when Mr. Saniuel Unternryer has resigned 
from the Palestine Development Company, and Mr. Zangwill says he will 
stay here to “fight the question to a finish.” After all, has not infinite 


harm always been done to great Jewish causes by dissensions within 


the ranks ? | |

Zangwill on War Preparations, 

. America’s “Lack of Dignity.” 

Ina speech delivered on Armistice Day, Mr. Stanley Menken, President 
of the National Security League, assaiied Mr. Zangwill’s view against 
preparedness for war, and especially his statement that nations making 
adequate preparations against attack were fools. In a written reply, 
Mr. Zangwill says that the real thing necessary is mental preparedness— 
to filad out the causes that produce war, and try to circumvent it. The 
only aggressor, said Mr. Zangwill, was France. England was building 
from fear of France, but neither country was building against America. 
Even France was building only from fear of German revenge, which she 
was herself provoking. 
Zeppetins, as they could not be manufactured in Germany, and if they 
were built in America, America would control the situation, Neither was 
there anything to fear from Russia. “In the last war,” Mr. Zangwill 
concluded, “you were not attacked, and it would have been better for 
the world, as things bave turned out, if you had not gone in at all. There 


would then have been a draw, and militarism would have been killed | 
instead of reviving in other countries.” 


| Mr. Menken has offered to meet 
Mr. Zangwill in public to debate the question. 


Addressing the Association of Foreign Press Correspondents in New 
York on Wednesday of last week, Mr. Zangwill said that he shared Lord 
Bryce’s view that America was the last hope of the human race. Hs 
looked upon them as the ark of the covenant, as it were. As evidence 
that the United States was lacking in dignity, Mr. Zangwill pointed out 


that Henry Ford was dodging about to escape service of a writ in a libel — 


suit brought against him by a New York publisher, while at the same 
tine it was possible that he might be put up for President of the Republic. 
“You send your missionaries to China,” said Mr. Zangwill, “and tell the 
Chinese their ideals are all wrong, yet if a missionary comes to New 


- ‘York saying your ideals are not altogether right, you do not like it. I 


have been told I should emulate the example of Mr. Lioyd George, who 
left without offending anybody. God forbid! Those whom we love we 
chasten. Why should I be grateful to America? America should be 
grateful to me. I paid 10 dollars head tax to get into the country, and if 
I earn anything while here I pay income tax to Washington.”

In the absence of the 
national President, Mias Rose Brenner, Mrs. Israel Cowen, of Chicago, 
the First Vice-President, presided at the various sessions, with the 
assistance of the Second and Third Vice-Presidents. i 

In the various reports that related the achievements of the Council 
during the past three years, several facts were emphasised. It was 
stated that 24 sections report 24 study circles ; 87 sections conducted 
120 religion schools, with an enrolment of 8,256 children ; 14 institutions, 
including 4 homes for girls and 8 community centres, are maintained ; 
67,551 immigrants were welcomed at the port of Ellis Island and other 
porta, 14,679 men and women were enrolled in 729 Americanisation classes 
and classes in citizenship, The growing spirit of eommunity co-operation 
was indicated by the report that there are now - federations of Jewish 


Women’s Organisations in various communities throughout the country. —

America had nothing to fear from German 


The elections have ended in a triumph for the Democrats in New 
York, Judge Aaron Levy was accordingly elected Judge of the Supreme 
Court of New York, defeating Judge Hartman, the Republican candidate. 
Judge Levy is the Grand Master of the Brith of Abraham Lodge, and 
Judge Hartman, a well-known Zionist, is the ex-President of the

Officers of the American Jewish Congress recently met together with 
toembers of the Administrative Committee to consider the situation of 
the Jews in Germany. A special sub-committee was appointed, con- 
‘sisting of Dr. Stephen Wise (ex-officio) Judge Aaroa J. Levy, Congressman 
Nathan D. Perlman, Judge Louis D. Gibbs, and Messrs. Joseph Barondess 
and George I. Fox. The Committee was to present a report on its efforts 
at last Sunday's meeting of the Executive Committee, The State Depart- 
ment bas communicated to the Congress its concern at the Jewish 
Situation in Bavaria. 

The hearing called by Mayor Curley to receive evidence as to the 
fitness of the Polish General Haller to be the official guest of the city, has 
e@aused General Edwards, Commander of the Americam Legion, to 
announce that General Hailer will be invited by the Legion and not by 
the Mayor. The Haller incident has evoked vicious anti-Semitic editorials 
in the Boston Transcript, the latest of which describes the Jews who have 


protested against the reception to General Haller as “aliens who 


repeatedly abuse American hospitality, of which they are the greedy and 


ungrateful recipients,” and says that they are “fit subjects for 
deportation.” 7 


At a dinner held recently in Washington to open the Jewish Com- 


munity Centre Campaign, Mr. Frank Hogan, a prominent Catholic 
lawyer, contributed 1,000 dollars towards the building fund. The Com- 
munity Centre, he said, was the best means of stemming the “ dangerous 
tendency towards crime” amongJdews. There wasa considerable increase 
of crime and delinquency among Jews.

Another Jew Shot Dead in Dublin. 


Second Murder Within Fortnight. 

(From owr Correspondent. } DUBLIN. 

Mr. Ernest Kahn, a young Jew about twenty-four years of age, 
was shot deadin Lennox Street, Dablin, on the night of Wednesday cf last 
week, his companion, Mr. David Millar, also a Jew, being wounded in 
the shoulder. The two men, who were returning home frow the Jewish 
Social Club, were accosted by two strangers, who enquired their religion. 
When they replied that they were Jews, they were ordered to “rua for 
it.” Kahn and Millar ran in different directions, and the strangers fired 
about ten revolver shots at them. Both men fell, but Miilar, who waa 
hit in the shoulder, got up and went to the assistance of Kahn, who wags 
unable to speak and died within a few minutes. He had received three 
bullet wounds, one in the neck and two in the body. Meanwhile the 
two men drove off in a waiting motorcar. | 

It will be recalled that another Jew, Mr. Barnet Goldberg, was shot 
dead in Dublin about a fortnight ago. No motive is known for these 
murders, and fears are entertained among the Jewish community that 


they are anti-Semitic in origin. 


The inquest was held on Saturday. The Coroner said that the only 
suggestion as to the motive of the crime was the young man's religion. 


The jury found that death was due to shock and haemorrhage following : 


wounds inflicted by a person or persons unknown—in their opinion, wilfal 
murder. They condemned in the strongest possible manner this attack 


on the Jewish community. 


Ata committee meeting last Sunday of the Carlisle Athletic Union, 
Dublin, of which Mr. Kahn was a member, a resolution was carried, on 
fhe motion of Dr. Levison, expressing horror at the murder and 
sympathy with the relatives of the deceased.

The Polish Protest against Expulsions of Jews. 


Further Disturbances. 


[From our Correspondent.) BERLIN. 


The Bavarian Government has not yet replied to the protests of the 
Polish Government against the expulsion of Polish Jews from Bavaria. 
In the meantime, a few new cases of expulsions of Polish Jews have 
occurred, 

Deputy Wuelle has addressed an anti-Semitic demonstration in 
Ohariottenburg (Berlin). The crowd greeted his Jew-baiting remarks 
with cries of “ Death to the Jews,” and “Down with the Jewish Govern- 
ment.” They also sang anti-Jewish songs. The Jews barricaded 
themselves in their houses, but eventually the police dispersed tha 
demonstrators. The anti-Semitic Deu/sche Tagebdlati has been suspended 

‘for advocating insubordination of the Army to the “ Jewish Government.” 

Anti-Semitic demonstrations have also occurred in the Northern part 
of Berlin. Large forces of police kept back threatening crowds which 
shonted “ Death to the Jews.” | 

At Wolfenbuttel the anti-Semites have bombarded Jewish houses and 
shops with stones, and broke many windows. At Hombarg, sixty graves 
at the Jewish cemetery have been demolished. At Munich the partisans 
ef Hitler have held anti-Semitic demonstrations, They accused Von 
Kahr of surrendering to the ‘Jewish Government in Berlin.” They also 
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demonstrated against the Cardinal at Munich who had denounced the 
anti-Semites. They shouted ‘ Down with Rome and Judaism.” 

Mr. Jacob Leschinsky, the Berlin correspondent of the New York 
Forward, has been released from prison. According to some accounts, 
however, the military authorities threaten to deport him from Germany. 
The Berlin Vorwarts commenting on the Leschinsky incident, states that 
the news of the restriction of the freedom of foreign correspondents will 
do more harm to the prestige of Germany abroad than all exaggerated 
cabiegrams of the despatch of which the correspondent is accused. A 
strict consorship has now been introduced, and many cablegrams sent by 
foreign Jewish correspondents relating to the details of the Berlin pogrom 
have been returned, marked simply “stopped by military autborities.” 
Special restrictions are in force against Jewish correspondents. 

It is interesting to note that the Wolff News Agency has circulated a 
denial of the anti-Semitic character of last week’s riots in Berlin. The 
Agency asserted that of the two hundred and six shops plundered, only 
sixty-one belonged to Jews, and that it was only by accident that many 
Jews were beaten, because the riots happened to occur in the Jewish 
quarter. A Jewish Committee is enquiring into the material damage and 
losses sustained by Jews in the course of the disturbances, with a view 
to demanding compensation for the victims from the State. The Polish 
Ambassador is also demanding compensations for the Polish Jewish 
victims of the pogrom. 

Members of the Federation of Jewish ex-Soldiers in Germany, attend- 


| ing a demonstration of the National Party in Hamburg, were set upon 


by the audience, and a number of them were seriously wounded. The 
Federation has issued a call to its members not to attend any Nationalist 
meetings. 

Max Maurenbrecher, the notorious anti-Semite, in an article in the 
Deutsche Zeitung, of which he is Editor, welcomes the return of the 
ex-Orown Prince to Germany, but professes alarm at what he calls his 
“Jewish influences.” “The Crown Prince,” he writes, “gave his 
memoirs of the war to a Jewish journalist to prepare for the press. In 
many places, he was made to say that he recognises no distinctions 
between Christians and Jews—al! German citizens are the 
same to him. This means that the Crown Prince does not accept the 
nationalist principle. He is not with usin the conviction that only by 


the ®xolasion of the Jews and the conscious solidarity of the Germanic 


race, will it be possible to restore Germauy’s prestige and powe:. The 
Crown Princes has also been made to sav that he regards the Constitutional

New Jewish Mass Emigration. 


The intolerable hardships inflicted on thu Jews of Germany, and 
particularly those inhabiting Bavaria, have resulted in the emigration of a 
very large number of our co-religionists from the country. Large and 


‘increasing numbers are settling in Paris, to such an extent as to cause a 


very serious crisis in the housing problem. The situation is thus 
described by the Presse Associée, a French news agency: 


Driven out’everywhere, the Jews are fleeing in masses to Paris. Pogrome 
are taking place in many countries, principally in Bavaria and elsewhere in 
Germany, and in Rumania. Afraid of farther excesses, the Jews are running 
away to more hospitable lands such as France, principaily to Paris. Jt is 
believed that by the end of this year there will be at least a hundred thousand 
newly settled Jews in Paris. There are now nearly fifty-thousand who have 
come to Paris within the last two years.

The University is to be re-opened, and lectures will be 
resumed under adequate police protection. : | | 
The adherents of Professor Cuza, the notorious anti-Semitic leader, 
are disseminating the news that the Rumanian Crown Prince, during hig 
recent stay in Jassy, signified his approval of the students’ anti-Semitic 


_ agitation. This report is entirely without foundation, as is shown by the 


Dimineata, which quotes the Prince’s speech in fall. The Prince warned 
the students that they must return to their studies and cease thetr 
impossible demands for a numerus clausus. Provided they would do this, 
he undertook to secure a revision of the trials of the arrested students.

Recently, however, new troubleg 
have broken out, coincident with, and most probably inspired by, the 
anti-Semitic agitation in Bavaria. Consequently the Rector of the Upj. 
versity last week forbade all students to wear their corps colours or 
badges of any description, in order to check their political ardour, Oy 
Monday moraing, some two hundred youths of the extremist German 
Party, armed with life-preservers, knuckle-dusters, and other weapoag 
marched to the University and demanded the expulsion of the Jewish 
students from the lecture-rooms. When their demands were not imme. 
diately complied with, the Jews were forcibly ejected and Severely 
knocked abont, Similar demonstrations are reported from Gratz, | 

The hostile reception accorded to the Hakoah Football Team at many 
matches with non-Jewish teams in Austria is compelling the Hakoah 
Club to refuse to play non-Jewish teams. In the circumstances, ir jg 
probable that the football section of the Hakoah will be dissolved. Anti. 
Semites at Gratz recently attacked a picture theatre at which the local 
Hakoah sports club had arranged a benefit night, and refused to allow the 
showing of the Jewish film, “East and West.” Police intervened, but 
the situation became so threatening that the theatre had to be closed and 
the benefit abandoned. 


Polish Fascisti Threaten Jews.

Jews Flogged in Lodz. 


[From our Correspondent. ] WARSAW, 


The Polish Fascisti have sent threatening letters to a number of © 


Jewish Stock Exchange members in Warsaw. 
In the Third Police Station of Lodz a shameful crime against Jews 


has been committed by arbitrary police officials. About fifty Jews were. 


arrested in the streets in the course of a search for illegal cigarette 
traders. The detained persons were ail flogged and beaten without the 
slightest provocation. All were subsequentiy released. The victims 
were not even examined by the officials. Among the sufferers was Rabbi 
Aaron Isaac Shietim, of Dombie. Several of the victims discovered after. 
wards that their purses containing money were missing. The Commis. 
sary admitted that the action of the police was “irregular” and promised 
to punish the guilty officials. The Jewish deputies have decided to inter. 
pellate the Ministry in the Sejm, and to demand an explanation on the 
matter. 

Anti-Jewish excesses have occurred at the fairs of Calvaria (near 
Cracow), and Nidrezia-Camela (near Lublin). Many Jewish shops and 
stalls were plundered in both place. The police subsequently arrested 
many rioters st Calvaria, and Nidrezia-Camela. Some of the stolen 


articles were returned to their owners. — 


The Jewish Emigration Conference in Warsaw has decided to submit 
to the Polish Government proposals to facilitate transmigration. The 
Directors of the ‘Hias” branches in Riga, Kowno, Danzig, Bucharest, 
Czernowitz, Kishineff, Vilna, Lemberg, Baranowitch, Rovno, Kovel, and 
Warsaw, as well as Drs. Klee and Temkin, were among those present at 
the Conference. In view of the pending return of Mr. Held to America, 
Mr. Levin-Epstein will succeed him as Chief Director of the “ Hias.” 


As a resuit of the fire opened by the police at Tarnow at the strikers, 


five Christian workmen have been killed. The authorities, however, felt 
afraid to assume the responsibility for their action, and they accused two 
Jows, Messrs. M. Weisberg and J. Weisberg, as well as their brother-in- 
law, Mr. M. Rosenberg, of having fired at the crowd. Although nothing 
giving rise to any grounds for suspicion was found, the three men were 


_ arrested. The two brothers Weisberg were subsequently released, but Mr. 


Rosenberg is still in prison. The local police are also accused of having 
beaten many innocent Jews in the course of the strike. |

‘New Anti-Semitic Law in Turkey. 
Limited Companies to Dismiss Jewish Employees. | 


[From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE. 
The Minister for Commerce and Public Works at Angora has 
announced the decision of the Government to aemand that all limited 


companies functioning in Turkey, including banks, railway companies 
etc., shall dismiss all Jewieh. Greek, and 
they are Turkish citizens, and shall replace 


Mussulman faith. In cases where the Decree is not obeyed, it wiil be 
enforced by police action, This harsh and illegal decision has come as & 
groat blow to our co-religtonists in Turkey, who point out that even when 
Turkey was under an absolute monarchy there was no such lack of 
religious toleration.

Disbandment Ordered.

Onthe sameday Dr. A. Singalovsky addressed a mecting in ths Mantle 
Makers Hall, Whitechapel, during which he spoke on the New Economic 
Problems in Jewish Life in Eastern Europe. In the course of his address 
Dr. Singalovsky drew a realistic picture of Jewish life in the mediaeval 
ghetto, compared it with the economic life of the Jews in the towns and 
townships of Eastern Europe at the end of the nineteenth century, and 


made an. analysis of the economic position of the Jews after the war. 


He spoke on tho activities of the “O.R.T.” which is endeavouring to 
stabilise the economic foundations of East European Jewry, and pointed 
out that this kind of work met with the sympathy of all Jewish 
political parties.

THE TSARITSA AND THE JEWS, 
SOME REFERENCES IN HER LETTERS. 


In the extraordinary and pitiful letters of the Tsaritsa to the’ Tsar, 
1914—1916, published last week, there are some interesting references to 
Jews. The most important is in a letter of April 8th, 1916 : 


I send you the petition of one of Aunt Olga’s wounded men. He is a Jew, 
has lived since 10 yearsin America. He was wounded & lost his left arm on 
the Carpathians. The wound had healed well, but he suffers fearfully morally 
as in August he must leave, and loses the right of living in either of the 
capitals or other big towns. He is living in town only on the strength of

S1R,~My volume of the “American Jewish Year Book,” in the 
twenty-fifth year of its issue, kindly supplied as a free volume by the 
Jewish Publication Seciety of America, provides much interesting 


thought. Beautifully printed with fine sepia portraits, it makes one onvy 
the activity of Jewish communal life in the States. The article by Miss 
London on portraits of Jews by early American painters, illustrated with 
some twenty-five reproductions, gives much thought to the encourage- 
ment shown to the development of art. in the early years of American 
Jewry’s national existence. 

From an article on the Slaughtering of Animals it is gratifying to 
learn that America is especially free from agitation on the Shechita 
question. This, however, did not debar Jewish thinkers there from 
taking action in support of the Jews in England and Poland who had 
to fight its causes. The Jewish Committee of the Americam Humane 
Association caused the method of Jewish Slawghter of Animals to be 
explained, and it is significant that in consequence one of the leading 
Officers, Chairman of its Committee on Slaughter House Reform, stated 


‘that in any proposals for remedial legislation the Jewish method would 


be specifically exempted. 
A most interesting, inspiring, and scholarly handling of the mystery 
that shrouds the interpretation of Kol Nidreis from Dr. Davidson.

It seems extraordinary that so few in England have taken advantage 
of this remarkable opportunity for securing these volumes for 80 little 
cost—looking down the list of subscribers one feels almost ashamed of 
the paucity that marks the British list.

VOTES FOR WOMEN SEATHOLDERS. | 


Mrs. A. EICHHOLZ presided at a meeting of the Council of the Union 
ef Jewish Women, held on Monday at 16, Dawson Place, the residence of 
Mrs. F. D. Benjamin. Inreviewing the work of the past month, she said that 
fb was gratifying to know that there would bea satisfactory balance at the 
end of the year, thanks to the careful husbanding of their resources by 
the Treasurer, Mrs. E. Lesser. In regard to the Loan Account no state- 
ment was made, but she said that loans had been granted to girls who 
would prove satisfactory. Dealing with the Congress of Jewish Women 
im Vienna, Mrs. Eichholz said that the delegates of the Union had reported 
to the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women, and it 
was there decided to eliminate from the Congress’ resolution the word 
“international” in the title of the proposed “ bureau” and to substitute 
“Central Bureau.” The Council would be pleased to hear that Mrs. 


Council of the League of Nations Union. The Chairman mentioned 
that the United Synagogue Visitation Committee had written asking for 
volunteers for the Ladies’ Hospital Visitation work. In the winter 
programme of work the Union had placed in the forefront the gaining 
of closer touch with provincial centres. 

Mrs, M. A. SPIELMAN delivered an address on the subject of “ Votes 
for Women Seatholders in Constituent Synagogues of the United Syna- 
gogue.” She reviewed the progress of the movement from its inception 
to the time of the establishment of a Special Committee to consider 
alterations in the Scheme and Deed of Foundation and Trust of the 
United Synagogue. Daring that period, she added, the majority of 
synagogues had expressed themselves in favour of votes for women. 


Turning to the report of the Special Commitete of the United Synag gu, 


the speaker pointed out that Clause 6 provided for thie change, 
though there were reservations on the part of some members of 
the Committee who were egainst women holding office. In her 
opinion the granting of the vote implied this, but as the Report had 
reached the Executive of the Union soon after the previous meeting, the 
Executive had perforce to deal with the matter. The Executive, in view 
of the dissentients to the main clause, thought it better not to press for 
rights to office, anu had consequently written to the United Synagogue 
Council in those terms. Because the Executive did not press for those 
rights, this did not mean that they did not want them. It was still open 
to them to work for rights t office in the future. They should press, 
she said, that the new Act shonid be so worded as to permit an extension 
when the time was ripe. Two courses were open tothe Council, firstly to 
disapprove of the letter which had been written, and secondly to write a 


further letter reaffirming the first letter but adding that provision should 


be made in the Scheme for the granting of rights to office at a future time. 
She moved the following resolution: 


| That the Council of the Union of Jewish Women oy Sgn of the letter 
géntin June last,.asking for the Synagogue franchise to extended to the 
women seatholders, but that it now recommends a second letter to be 
addressed to the United Synagogue, urging that the Amended Scheme should 
not preclude the granting of Electoral rights to women at some future time. 


The resolution was seconded by Mrs. H. 8. BENJAMIN, and carried 


unanimously. | 
“Problems Connected with Girls Leaving School.’’ 

Miss MIRIAM Moses, J.P., spoke on “Problems Connected with Girls 
Leaving School.” She said what was most wanted by East End 
social workers was the active co-operation of a Coyncil such as the Union. 
‘Long before National Welfare Centres were established, the Jewish com- 
munity had their own welfare system, and i, bad proved an example to 
the Minister of Health. She described the procedure at the Maternity 
Home, and added that the mother was keptin touch with during the whole 
of the early life of the child. At three and a half years the child entered 

_ school, where it was looked after until it reached the schoo!l-leaving age. 
She mentioned some cases which were startling in their revelation 
of present-day conditious in the E.st End, and she developed her theme 
to the time which was the most crucial in th: history of any girl, that 
time between the school-leaving age and when she took an interest in the 
various clubs instituted for her benefit. The facts of the situation were 
that it was most difficult for the present Welfare Committees to keep in 

New After-Care Committees were needed to take 
up the work, because in most cases the parents were iadifferent in regard 
to the future of their girls; theironly care was that they should earn a little 
money quickly. Homesshould be visited by sympathetic and tactful social 
workers, for it was only in that way that they could get into touch with 
those they most desired to help. She emphasised, in conclusion, the need 


for helpers in the work, and mentioned some institutions that were 
most in need of it. | 


Mrs. ALGERNON LESSER deplored the selfishness of the modern West 
End Jewess who was not prepared to give up one day to help her less 
fortunate sister. Such a state of affairs did not exist years ago. It was 
@ scandal to the community that girls would not give up a Saturday or 
Sunday night a month for social work. The Union should institute a big

It even charges the Government with using pressure on the 
Municipality to obtain a decision favourable to the Rutenberg Scheme 
The Arab Executive has wired to Sir Herbert Samuel, throwing on hin 
all responsibility for proceeding with the scheme. 

According to the Jerusalem correspondent of the Times, there ig oon. 
siderable agitation among the Jaffa Arabs in consequence of the action 
of the Municipality io making a contract with the Rutenberg Company, 


the scheme, and two of ite leaders, who refused to give guarantees {op 
their good behaviour, were last Tuesday sent to prisom for six months,

Dr. Chaim Weizmann. © 
FIFTIETH BIRTHDAY, | 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the Zionist World Organisstion: 


celebrates his fiftieth birthday next week. 


Hearty congratulations (says the Jewish Wofld), to Dr. Chaim Weizmant. 
The greater part of his life has been spent—and freely spent—in the servicé 
of his people; and whether the labour inyolved has always been well 
directed, or his activity always well conceived, there can be no reasonable 
doubt about the great sacrifice he hag brought—the continual offering— 
upon the altar of our people’s hopes. When we look around ond 
see how few there are who care to yield even a little bit of th? 
energy, the ability, or the opportunities with which they have ee? 
bisssed for the benefit of Jews and Judaism, how few there are who will 


even make any relatively substantial material contribution to help ‘¢ 
_ needs of Jewry then, perhaps, we can gauge with something like due 
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proportion Dr. Weizmann’s life-service to his people. For their sake, as 
well as for his own, we heartily wish the Zionist leader many happy 
years, so that he may bespared in health, in strength, and in the fulness 
of his remarkable vigour of mind and of body to carry on the great work 
to which he has consecrated so much of his career, 


We are indebted to Mr. J. Hodess for the following brief sketch of 
Dr. Welzmann’s remarkable career : 

Dr. Weizmann first saw the light in Motyli, a townletin the province 
of Pinsk. He was named Chayim—rather symbolic of a future. when 
he was to become the very life force of the Zionist Movement. Hisearly 
education was the same as that of all Jewish boys in Russia and Poland of 


that period. He went to cheder, that much derided but moat effective | 


jnstitution where saints and scholars and eminent men of science have 
received their first training. ; : 

On leaving cheder he entered the “ Real Gymnasium” in Pinsk, con- 
tinuing, however, his Jewish stndies. The distinguished Jewish orator, 
Massliansky, who is now in America, takes pride in having been one of 
his Hebrew teachers, On completing his studies at the technical school 
in Pinsk, Weizmann went first to the Berlin University and then to the 
Freiburg (Saxony) University, where he gradaated in chemistry, 
In 1901 he became Private Lecturer at the Geneva University—a position 


which he occupied until 1904. | | 
: During his years of study he was a very active Zionist. In Geneva 


he had a wide field for Ziouist propaganda among the Jewish students, 
He was a4 brilliant debater, and his ready wit and biting satire made 
him formidable as an opponent of the assimilationist Jewish youth as 
it endeared him to the followers of the Jewish renaissance movement. 

Though a follower of political Zionism, Weizmann, who had joined 
the Chovevi Zion when still a youth, took a critical attitude towards 
Herz, and in the year 1902 he was one of the founders of the then rather 
troublesome group known as the “ Democratic Fraction,” which insisted 
on the cultural aspects of Zionism and demanded a deepening as weil as 
an cxteasicon of thé Movement. It was then, too, that the idea of the 
formation of a Hebrew University occurred te him-—an idea which hung 
fire till the Eleventh Congress, held in Vienna in 1913. 

But by that time, Weizmann was already a popular figure in the 


Zionist Movement,- At Zionist Congresses he was essentially the man = 


behind the scenes. Having settied in Manchester in 1904, as Reader of 
Biological Chemistry at the local University, he persevered with 
his Hebrew University scheme, wrote several pamphlets advocating it, 
and had conferences with Zionists and non-Zionists until he carried his 
point at the Eleventh Congress. — | 

With leanings rather towards cultural Zionism—a sort of middle 
course between “ political” Zionism and “spiritual” Zionism, as 


represented by “ Achad Haam,” with whom he has always been on terms 


of closest friendship, it was inevitable that he shou!d ficd himself in 
opposition to the then heads of the Movement, who were staunch 
‘pnoliticals.” He opposed Herzl, he opposed Wo'ffsohn, and in this country 
he found himself in opposition to the leaders who were the exponents of 


political” Zionism, Needless to say, he was violently opposed to the 


East African scheme, and later was merciless in his ridicule of the 
Ito schemes undertaken by Mr. Israe! Zangwill. ep | 

The great moment in Weizmann’s career came when, at the outbreak 
of the war, he was invited by the British Admiralty to come to London 
to supervise an important branch of munition work, based upon his own 
invention. He had enjoyed the acquaintance of Lord (then Mr.) Balfour, 
who at one time represented a Manchester constituency in Parliament; he 
had the friendship and sympathy for the Jewish natioual aspiration of Mr. 
Scott, editor of the Manchester Guardian, and with his characteristic 
intuition he saw his great opportunities. eae 

The achievement is too well known to be repeated. The Balfour 
Declaration in 1917 was followed by his visit to Palestine in 1918 as head 


of the Zionist Commission, not however before he was received in audience 
by the King—an honour, indeed, for this Cheder boy from Motyli, Pinsk ! 


_In the same year he laid the foundation stone of the Hebrew University on 
Mount Scopus, thus seeing the beginning of the realisation ofone of his 
dreams. In 1919 he appeared, together with his colleague Nahum 
Sokolow, with whom he has worked in close co-operation since 1914, 
before the Supreme Council at the Peace Conference in Paris. I6 
was not antil 1920, however, at the first Zionist annual conference since 
the war, that he was officially elected President of the Zionist Organisa- 


tion. What he bas done, how much he has worked within the last few 


years, everybody knows. He has been continuously on the move—four 


times in Palestine, twice in the United States, he has visited most countries | 


in Europe, fighting opponents, removing obstacles, conquering new ground, 


creating new methods, and finding new means for the gigantic undertaking.

_ Economic Board for ‘Palestine, 
ANNUAL MEETING. | 


The third annual meeting of the Economic Board for Palestine was 
held at 7, Queen Square. Southampton Row, last Wednesday. In the 
unavoidabis absence of Sir Alfred Mond, the Chair was occupied by 
Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E. 7 

The meeting was preceded by an Extraordinary Meeting, at which a 
resolution was carried, on the motion of Sir Robert Waley Cohen, 
providing for an aiteration of the Articies of Association, whereby a 
member of the Executive Committee of the Association may, under 
certain conditions, become a Director or other Officer of any Corporation 
promoted by the Association, or in which the Association may be 
interested, and a Director or Officer of any such Corporation may be 
appointed a member of the Executive Committee. The resolution is to 
be presented to a further extraordinary general meeting for confirmation 
on December 11th. 

‘Phe CHAIRMAN said that Palestine had suffered very much from the 
prevailing commercial depression, and money was difficult to find. Never- 
theless, things were better than they had been, and much better than 
those who relied for their information on certain organs of the Press 
supposed. The workof the Economic Board was something more than 
the mere earning of dividends; it was to bring peace and prosperity to 
Much of the discontent in Palestine was caused by 
the fact that there was so little visible resulé compared with 
the high hopes that had bsen entertained, and that was one 
of the reasons why their work was so important.

The Central Bank, which owed its initiation and a large part of its funds 
to their friends in the Unite’ States, hadin its first year issued £20,000 
in loans to agricultural co-operatives without a single bad debt, and the 
borrowers had made substantial profits.

Civilisation. It might be asked: “ Why should poverty exist, and why 


should there be a problem at all? Why could not a social system be 
devised that would eliminate its possibility?’ Such thoughts were 
exercising the minds of many a leader of the present day. There were 
dreamers who saw visions of a world in which all men should be equal, & 
world in which there should be neither rich nor poor, master nor servant, 
Not all were endowed with the same gifts or furnished with the same 
opportunities, and given the same opportunities not all would employ 
them to the same advantage. While admitting that poverty and 
distress were part of the divine scheme of things, Judaism taught 
also that it was no less part of that scheme that man should apply 
himself to the alleviation of those ills to which society was heir. Where 
there was suffering it was only to be conquered by human effort, where 
there was poverty it was only to be relieved by human sympathy. The 
poor, the unprotected, the orphan, the widow, and the strangers were 
ever the first charge upon the Hebrew State. In Jewish thought, 
Righteousness and Charity were one. The upright man was the man of 
broad human sympathies. The Philanthropic Society especially aimed 
at helping those unfortunate people who, though poor, were not yet 
paupers, whose lot was a particularly sad one just because they happened 
to be “the respectable poor.” The preacher, in conclusion, appealed for 
support of the funds of the organisation that had given such good service 
to the community for more than a century.
